have lately had, when, with extraordinary Grief, we attend. 


ed the Corps of His late Royal Highneſs ro the Royal Vault. 
Surely His Death is a very hard and bitter Stroke, firſt to 
Her moſt Gracious Majeſty, who haſt loſt Her beloved 
Conſorr ; in the next place, to this and other Kingdoms, de- 


pri ved of ſuch a Pattern of Princely Virtues; but in a more 


eſpecial Manner to us his Servants, left here behind, who 


by his Death muſt want ſo Gracious a Maſter and Bene- 
factor; inſomuch, that the Loſs of ſuch a Prince hath 
actually affected great Numbers, and expoſed them to heavy 


Sorrows and Troubles. However, ſuch was the Caſe, that 


we, not by Divine Revelation indeed, as the Sons of the 


Prophets were forewarned about Elijab, bur from natural 
Cauſes, had long ex ected this fatal Blow, For by thoſe ſe. 


vere Fits and P:roxy{ms, which often befel the Prince, we 
vuvere warned of his ſudden Departure hence, and almoſt in the 
ſame Werds as the Provher was: Know ye nct, that God 


will quickly rake your Maſtec from you? For under theſe 
Circumſtances, he ccu'd nor, in all probability, live much 


longer. And whar other anſwer could we make, than E- 
F/iſha's 2 viz. Alas! we know it but too well, hold you your 
Peace, and afflict us not before the Time. This doubtleſs

are grieved at the Death of our gracious Prince, that by 
that Means we may prepare our ſelves for an happy End like 
his. Let us therefore from the Bottom of our Hearts im- 
lore the Grace and Aſſiſtance of God's holy Spirit, in the

DE Beloved, the Reaſon, why I have made Choice of 
theſe Words, which treat of the Burial of Abner, a 
Prince in Iſ-ael, is, becauſe I know nor, whether the whole 
Bible can afford a more pertinent Example than this, which 
hetrer ſuits the ſolemnm Occaſion, whether we reflect on the 
Perſon, the Life or Actions of our departed Prince, Abner 
was of a noble Family, a Prince and a great Man in Iſrael, 
as our Text runs: Was nor our Illuſtrious Prince the ſame ? 


but far above Abner, in that He was of the Royal Blood; a 


great Prince, rhe, greateſt in theſe Realms, in that he was 


the Queen's Royal Conſort. Abner was the Leader and Ca- 


ptain-General of all Iſrael, a mighty and valiant Man: Our 
moſt glorious Prince was no leſs fo; namely, Generaliſ- 
ſimo of all Her Majeſty's Forces by Sea and Land, And 
as the other was renowned in War and noble Exploits, ſo 
neither did our Maſter in his younger Years want Laurels to 
crown his victorious Head. I might ſtil go on and compare 
the Hiſtory of borh, bur I forbear, and chuſe rather ro leave 
this ro the Judgment of rhe Wiſe, who will eaſily diſcover, 
how far the Parallel will run, there being ſo much Likeneſs 
in both. Bur as in all Similes and Examples, we muſt nor al- 
ways expect an exact Agreement in all Circumſtances z ſo 
is it in the Caſe before us; where Abner's Death may be 
reckoned as one, for he was barbarouſly and wickedly mur- 
dered by Foab : but our Prince, by the divine Permiſſion, died 
a natural Death. However, in this they agree, viz. the Ce- 
remonies and Rites uſed ar Abner's Funeral, of which the 
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Text treats. For that was a great and general Mourning, 


other Caſes, ſo doubtleſs in this, is of great Importance and 
behaved himſelf at Abner's Funeral. In the firſt Place, he la- |

This Loſs af 
flicted him ſo deeply, chat be could nor forbear ſhedding 
Fears, as ir ſtands recorded ii: the 24 Verſe. And they bu 
ried Abner in Hebron, and the Ki: g life up lis Voice and wept 
at the Grave ef Abner. Tos was the He ght of Paſſionſ 
which forced the King to break out imo (uch a vers loud 
Cry, as the Words emphatically ex-reſs ir. Theſe Tears 
were ſurely the Effect of a fincere and deep Grief ſpringing 
from the very bottom of his Heart. who knew very well 
the Innocency of this Prince, and ling before had experier- 
ced the Fidelity and Zeal for his Service, Theſe Conũdera, 
tions juſtly forced him to lament and faſt, as we find in rhe 
33th Verſe; and what is more, to publiſh a ſolemn Lamen- 
tation. And he himſelf, ro honour his deceaſed Prince rhe 
mcre, was pleated ro diſcgurſe at Abner's Funeral, and de- 
Ca:e his Virtues. Thus did the King, attended with his 
Nobles, interr the Corps of Abner, and this with all rhefi 
Grandeur and $9oternviry becoming ſo great a Prince, For he 
commanded Feceb, rhe Author of this Death, that all People 
mould rent their Clothes, and gird themſelves with Sackclcrhſ 
and mourn before Abner ; that is, that they ſhould 14 in 
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Among the Eaſtern People, in Caſes of hard Misfortune 
and Death, this Cuſtom prevailed, that they ript vp the Bor- 
ders of their Garments, tote their Bair, ſtrew Aſhes on their 
Heads, laid down and wallowed therein, (as we read of Fob 
in his 2d Chapter) covered their Faces, put on Sackcloths and 
old Rags, and often went barefoored ; and had ſeveral other 
Poſtures, as bearing their Breaſts, weeping and lamenting bit- 
terly ; not to mention many other Ceremonies and Cuſtoms 
in Uſe among them, which with us are partly obſolete and 
out of date, in the Room of which others are now come 
up. All theſe ovrward Demonſtrations David commanded 
them ro make for a Token of an open, great and general 
3 Other Ceremonies might be yet obſerved by rhe 
Jews at their Funerals, which are not expreſs'd in the Text, 
tho' it is probable, ſuch grew up into Cuſtom after chat time; 
as the Burning at the Grave, taken Notice of at the Burial of 
King Aſa, 1 Chron. xvi. 14. This at leaſt is certain, that 
the Jews were wont to take upon them a more than ordi-

In like manner ar our Saviour's Burial, 
who made his Grave with the Rich in his Death, and was 
nobly interred by Jeſeph of Arimathea and the Holy Wo, 
men, as St. Matth. xxvii. 59, 60. and the other Evan- 


The icafon the Fews aflign for their obſerving theſe Cere- 
monies, deſerves to be taken notice of, being, as they aſſure 
us, in a firm Belief of the Reſurrection of the Body, toge- 
ther with the Immortality of the Soul. Which even ſome a- 
mong the Heathens have gueſſed at, to the great Shame and 
Confuſion of choſe Chriſtians, who at this time are ſtill wa- 
vering about it, and pretend to be of the Mortality of the 
Soul, as if it was a Privilege to die like the Beaſts that periſh- 
ed. Nor were the Jews the only diligent Oblervers of Fune- 
ral-Rires, bur Chriftians alſo in the times of the Goſpel fol- 
lowed them in this, for the abovementioned Reaſon, viz. 
— 1 a „ ˙ let rd * in 
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in Teſtimony of their Belief, and Honour of the Reſur- 
rection. Tho' indeed we muſt confeſs, that in Succeſs of 
Time, the Ceremonies of the Church of Rome are grown 
too bulky, and thereby many Abuſes crept in. And what 
is to be more lamented is, that the Proteſtants themſelves are 
uſed often to have an unneceſſary, and indeed blameable 
Pomp at their Funerals, which good Men can never approve. 
Yer this was certainly a very laudable Cuſtom, that the Poor 
and Miſerable were wont to be refreſhed at the Burials of the 
Rich, which both Jews and Chriſtians have always done. It 
is true Chriſtians are not bound to obſerve Jewiſh Cere- 
monies, much leſs ſhould they mourn as the Heathen, who 
are deſtitute of a living Hope; yet we never find, that a de- 
cent Burial was ever — up by the Scriprure, nor thar 
rheſe kind of Ceremonies were omitted by the moſt ancient 
and belt fort of Chriſtians. 

From hence we may eaſily diſcover the Way and Manner 
of Mourning for gcod and pious Princes at their Death, To |

Ah Lord ! Ah his Glory! And with Eliſha, Ah Father ! my 
ather ! For our deceaſed Prince did not only ſhew him- 
elf a Maſter, but a tender Father; not only ro his Ser- 
ants and Dependents, but the Diſtreſſed and the Poor did 
every where partake of his Royal Munificence and Bounty. 
ow is he miſſed already ! How much is he Jamented and 
demoaned by all truly honeſt Perſons of all Degrees! 
And this brings me naturally to the ſecond part of my 
ZDiſcourſe, which is to propole to you the proper Reaſons that 
nove us to mourn for - great Princes, They are contained 
plainly in the Text, where David ſpeaks to the People af- 
er ſuch an affecting and moving Manner; Know ye not, that 
Jehere is a Prince, and a great Man fallen this Day in Iſrael p As 
Sf che King ſhonld have ſaid ; I think you have ſufficient Reaſon 
Ko bewail a Prince. For are nor Princes the Pillars and Foun- 
dation of a Land? When they ſhake, or by Death are quite 
throw down, what will afrerwards become of the whole 
Land? Princes are the Shields of the Earth, Pſal. Ixvii. 10. un- 
der which the People creep for Shelter. But when the 
Shield is once removed, it is eaſie to imagine, that the 
Dart can ſoon pierce the naked Body and deſtroy it. The 
Death of Princes is therefore ro be lamented, partly becauſe 
of their Deſcent and great Honour, bur in particular becauſe 
of the Dignity of their Office. They being Gods, Plal. Ixxii. 6. 
as the Scriprure ſtiles them. They are God's Vicegerents on 
Earth, they are nurſing Fathers and m_— Mothers of his 
Church, or at leaſt ſhould be ſo, as God himſelf vouchſafes to 
call them, I/. xlix. 20. 

However, in the Order and State of Princes, we diſco- 
ver a palpable Difference, viz. that ſome have Sovereign Pow- 
er, but others are under their Authority, as here Abner 
was unde King David'ss Tho' Abner is named in our Text 
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pe not, that this Day a Prince, and he a great one, is fallen in 


pious and good Benefactors; this is a Loſs indeed, and muſt Þ 
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a great Prince. Kyow ye not, as the Reading is, that there i 
4 Prince, and a great Man fallen this Day in Iſrael ? which 
may be better rendred according to the Hebrew thus: Run 


Iſrael d not ſuch a one, as only bore the Name of a Prince 
or the Name of Great, but one, who was really ſo, great 
in his Lineage, but greater ſtill in his Courage, Qualifications 
and Abilities, great as to his Counſel and wiſe Defigns, 
For Princes ſhould have Princely Thoughts, Iſa. xxxii. 8. He 
was moreover a great Prince, becauſe of the grear and 
weighty Office he adminiſtred, being a Leader of all IV ae, 
and allo a Luminary among them. Beſides, he was great 
in his Actions, as one well deſerving for his great Service to 
the Publick : And that not only in a political reſpect, but ho. 
neſt and ſincere in the true Church and Religion. For even 
upon this Account he is called a Prince in Iſrael ; not aff 
Prince among the Heathen, but one that had the Honour to 
lead and rule God's People, and as far as it lay in his 
Power, to promote the Cauſe of that God, who had choſe 
them for his People. Behold ſuch a one, ſays David, is fal- 
len ro Day, on whom both Church and State in ſome Mea. 
fure depend. And this is a powerful reaſon, to mourn and 
lament the Death of ſuch Perſons. Tis true indeed, when] 
bad Rulers die, there is no ſuch realon ro be ſorry, becauſe} 
it is no very great Loſs ; but when good, piovs and highly 
deferving Princes die, ſuch as the Hebrews cal! n, ors

Give me leave ar preſent to apply this ro our ſelves and ta 
this preſent ſolemn Occaſion of Mourning. I ſhall nor expati- 
ate upon the Loſs, which Her Sacred Majeſty ſuffers by this.
